Few crop's can be utilized In as 


great a variety of ways as coivpeas. 
for centuries they have been grown 
for human food in Asia, Africa and In 
the Mediterranean region of Europe. 
In this country, particularly In the 
southern states, Uie crop Is common- 
ly used for this purpose, but its most 
Important use by far Is In the feeding 
of live stock, being utilized for soiling, 
hay, silage and pasture. It is also of 
great value as a green-manure crop to 
Increase the,humus and nitrogen con- 
tent of the soil upon which It Is grown. 
These are points brought out In Farm- 
ers1 Bulletin 1153, "Con-peas: Utiliza- 
tion," recently published by the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, 
which discusses not only the utiliza- 
tion of the crop, but the methods of 
growing'Bnd harvesting it for each of 
its various uses. 


Have High Food Value. 


Cowpeas are not grown for seed 


more generally because of'tha uncer- 
tainty of the crop, the expense of har- 
vesting and the comparatively low 
yield obtained. In localities well suit- 
ed to production it will be found 
highly profltaHe to grow cowpea seed 
oh. a large scale, especially If the best 
machinery for handling the crop Is 
nsed. The seed has a high feeding 
value,-but. Is rarely chenp enough to 
be used as feed. It ran be stored for 
a considerable length of time without 
ranch danger of loss at vitality. As It 
u> subject to attacks from Insects, es- 
pecially the cowpea weevil, the seed 
produced. In southern states should he 
placed In cold storage, the bnBetln 
recommends.

woody for stock feed. 


Test PlUtabJIIty, 


The various lots of silages were 


taken 
to • Bellsvllte to 
test their 


palatabllity as cattle feed. The testa 
were not protracted enough to glvo 
flnal conclusions, but a number of In- 
teresting results were obtained. Both 
wild and tame sunflowers were\eaten 
reidlly when they came out of the 
silo,.although the peculiar flaVor and 
woody stalk of the former moke'It 
distasteful In Its natural state. Rus- 
sian thistle wai eaten In the course 
of about 12 honrs, and.the same was 
true of ragweed, .vhlch cattle seldom 
touch m th« fleM.' Canada thistles, 
and .castor bean plants without seed 
'were eaten quite readily. Jack bean 
floes end pods were' eaten rather 
reluctantly. The cows ate sliced Aus- 
tralian salt buzb, but not the native 
plant.

Why Cattle Are "Maverlcki." 


Sam Maverick migrated from Mas- 


sachusetts to Teias In Ihe early days 
of the great West and entered upon 
the business oif raising cattle: lie p'ur- 
clmsed several herds and put them 
out lo roam the range.
